| note with a chuckle that is more tragic than humorous the clear inconsis- 
tency being shown these days about the Dick Bash ''Final Exam'' studies. 


Bash's work seems to be nothing more than a "better mousetrap'' beside the 
old ARRL license manuals. Why, when | got my license in the mid-1950's, | 
recognized most of the questions as being verbatim the same as published 
in the ARRL study guide, which | had studied in preparation. As | recall, 
the ARRL text even stated something like this: "If you know all the an- 
swers to these questions, you should have no trouble passing." I carried 
it one step further; figuring that 70 percent or so was passing, when | 
thought | had mastered 7/10th of the ARRL book, | filed for my test--and 
passed it. 


Besides that, | have a study guide published by the FCC itself to cover 
the materials on commercial radio examinations. It dates from quite a few 
years ago, to be sure; and | don't know whether FCC still issues this sort 
of thing or not. But it DID. Its contents are questions, without answers, 
exept for definitions and excerpts from law and | would surely guess that 
the questions are verbatim from FCC examinations. Publication of the ques~ 
tions would adequately spil! the beans, whether answers are provided or not 
So why the fuss? 


While so many people are being critical of Bash's ingenuity in assembling 


the materials sure to be covered on the exams, | note with dismay that al- 
most every radio club, convention, hamfest, has Its own raffle, and not 
just for fun, but for profit, Raffles are still illegal in many if not 


most jurisdictions, and EVERYWHERE they are a morally degrading and degen- 
erative activity in that they are based on hope of gaining ''something for 
nothing’ at the expense of someone else, based on chance only and in no way 
reflecting anything earned. And that description still fits even if it's 
only "much more for much less''--the prize paid for by other participants, 
in exchange for the price of the raffle ticket. 


A defender of gambling, trying to minimize the evil inherent therein, once 
compared it favorably to spitting on the sidewalk, also illegal almost 
everywhere. Historical treatment of gambling, however shows this to be far 
from accurage. There are several ways of categorizing social offenses, 
including the division into misdemeanors and felonies, with treason some- 
times put into a separate class. Additionally, it is proper to speak of 
statutory versus constitutional crimes, for in most states criminal activ- 
ity Is regulated by statute, not constitutional law. However, occasion- 
ally specially heinous activity is outlawed by state constitution, and when 
this is done, typically only treason and gambling are so handled, So seen, 
gambling should be recognized as more socially disruptive than even such 
statutory crimes as murder, rape and kidnapping, And not for nothing ts 
this so, for treason is the effort illicitly to overthrow the legitimate 
political heirarchy, while gambling represents the effort to overthrow 
economic truths as they really do exist by endeavoring to gain something 
for nothing--an economic perpetual motion machine! Actually, gambling is 
more onerous than treason for It endeavors to defeat natural law--there's 
no free lunch--while treason only endeavors to throw out a government Im- 
posed by men. 


The way | hear it, | seem to be the ONLY ham operator today who is outraged 
by the extent of gambling--any gambling at all--carried on in Ham radio 
circles, But the fact that | seem to stand alone does not mean any the 
less that gambling is one of the most sinful activities in which man can 
engage-~if you accept the concept of sin--and one of the most decadent 

and demeaning things a person can do, even if you don't like the termin- 
ology of "sin." which |, myself, don't anyway. 


In situations Involving labor union strife some years ago, | heard the ar- 
gument that If an operation can't survive except on the backs of non-unlon- 
ized workers, then it doesn't deserve to survive at all. Whether that ar- 
gument be true or not the analogy is expressive enough; if ham radio 
clubs, acti jes, events, etc., cannot survive without the extraneous 
appeal to gambling, then they had better perish, If they can so survive, 
then let's see them do so.

QCWA President, Stuart Meyer, W2GHK, has prepared and transmitted a letter to Congressman Timothy E, Wirth, in connect- 
ion with the "Goldwater Bill" S-929, Stuart has set forth the various detail of S-929, and has written a well document 
ed letter urging support of the "Goldwater Bill." We urge you to read his letter and to do whatever you may be able to 
do in support of S-929, In the interests of space saving, we have re-written the letter in QCWA NEWS format. This copy 
is identical to that submitted to Representative Wirth.

Dear Representative Wirth: 


The Quarter Century Wireless Association, the international non-profit membership organization of Amateur Radio op- 
erators, each with over twenty-five years experience as a licensed Radio Amateur, submits herewith the views of its mem- 
bership, numbering over 9,000 domestically, with respect to pending legislation pertaining to Amateur Radio. The sub- 
mission of these comments is made in furtherance of the basis and purpose of the QCWA, including advancement of the 
theory and practice of radio electronics and electrical engineering, and all matters involving Amateur Radio. The com- 
ments made hereinbelow are essentially identical to those previously furnished to you by the Foundation for Amateur 
Radio, Inc, regarding the same subject. 


Before you presently is the above-referenced Senate Bill S-929. That bill, introduced by Senator Goldwater, con- 
tains provisions vital to the over 400,000 amateur radio operators nationwide, as well as to the millions of consumers 
of home-entertainment equipment nationwide, Having passed the Senate unanimously on September 25, 1981, S-929 is essen- 
tially non-controversial and cost-saving, yet critical to remedy longstanding problems suffered by amateur radio opera- 
tors resulting from governmental fiscal restraints, unintentional statutory restraints and serious, widespread problems 
of interference manifested in home electronic equipment. 


S-929, with respect to Amateur Radio, would accomplish the following: 


1, Grant to the Federal Communications Commission the authority to establish minimum frequency rejection stand- 
ards for electronic home entertainment equipment, including television receivers, thus making such equipment 
less susceptible to interference from other electronic equipment such as CB radio, Amateur Radio, Mobile Tele- 
phones, Public Safety and Industrial two-way radio, and the like. 


2. Exempt from such radio-frequency rejection standards as may be established by the Federal Communications Com- 
mission any electronic equipment manufactured prior to the enactment of the Bill. 


3, Exempt amateur radio transmissions from the secrecy provisions of Section 605 of the Communications Act to 
allow amateur stations to work together in identifying the location of stations creating malicious interfer- 
ence or unlicensed stations, and to generally permit the self-regulation which amat eurs have long practiced. 


4, Provide for longer amateur radio license terms than are currently permitted, thus decreasing the administra~ 
tive expenses now incurred by issuing renewal licenses every five years, and unnecessary practice. 


5. Allow the FCC to utilize volunteer licensed amateur radio operators for the purpose of monitoring unlicensed 
radio stations operating in the amateur bands, or amateur stations operating in violation of the Amateur rules. 


6. Allow the FCC to utilize volunteer licensed amateur radio operators for the purpose of preparing amateur exam- 
inations and administering amateur examinations to applicants for amateur licenses. 


No other proposed legislation in existence at present incorporates all of the above provisions. As will be explain- 
ed, each provision is necessary to the continued administration of the most self-regulated radio service in the United 
States, 


The FCC has just recently submitted to you its "Track I" legislative proposal for 1981. That proposal incorporates 
provisions which would permit FCC to use volunteer licensed amateur radio operators for the purpose of monitoring ama- 
teur frequencies, under FCC supervision, and to use volunteer amateur licensees for amateur radio examination prepara- 
tion and administration, It exempts amateurs from the secrecy provisions of Section 60S of the present Communications 
Act of 1934 only while those amateurs are working as volunteers for FCC, These are non-controversial, cost cutting 
measures earlier proposed by Rep. William Dannemeyer in HR-2203, Amateurs are pleased with these proposals, as they 
permit organized amateur licensce volunteers to do what FCC cannot do because of budgetary limitations. Furthermore, 
since a number of QCWA members are retired employees of the FCC, the capability of our group to assist the FCC as vol- 
unteers is significant, 


However, S-929 accomplishes, in more simple and accurate language, what FCC's Track I proposal and HR-2293 provide, 
and $-929 alone contains other immediately necessary provisions. Permitting longer license terms in the Amateur Radio 
Service harms no one, yet permits the severing of FCC's license processing costs for that service by half. $-929 ex- 
empts amateur communications from the non-disclosure secrecy providions of Section 605 of the Communications Act on a 
blanket basis, not only when an amateur licensee is monitoring as a volunteer for FCC. 


The most compelling and unique provision ofS-929 is the enabling provision pertaining to the problem of radio- 
frequency interference, or RFI. 

$-929, would, in part, grant the FCC authority to establish minimum radio frequency rejection standards for 
electronic equipment, including television receivers, making such equipment less susceptible to interference from other 
electronic equipment such as CB radio and amateur radio. 

The first RFI bill was introduced in Congress in 1972 by the Honorable Charles M. Teague, Representative from the 
15th District of California, HR-16916 proposed that “apparatus designed to receiver broadcasts" shall meet FCC stand- 
ards to be adopted so that "all interference from any amateur station operating on its assigned frequency (will) be 
filtered out." 
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RFI bills have been introduced in each Session of Congress since then, the most recent being Senator Goldwater's 
$-929, 


In spite of Congressional interest in the RFI problem during the past nine years, the FCC did nothing until Novem- 
ber of 1978 when it released a Notice of Inquiry in General Docket No. 78-369 in the matter of radio frequency inter- 
ference to electronic equipment, Nearly three years have passed while the Commission has been studying the matter, and 
the result is still another study.1/ Congressional action has been urged for nine years. The time for study is long 
past. The time for action is now. 


When the Senate Communications Subcommittee held hearings in 1978 concerning the entire question of interference to 
home entertainment devices, it was generally agreed that the most successful remedy would be incorporation by electronics 
manufacturers of certain minor circuit modifications rendering their home entertainment devices such as radio and hi-fi 
sets less susceptible to interference by properly operating nearby radio and TV transmitters. 


By far the most prominent category of interference complaints received by the Federal Communications Commission's 
Field Operations Bureau (FOB) involves signals from CB, Broadcast, Land Mobile, electrical devices, etc., interfering 
with home electronic entertainment equipment. These complaints represent 73% of all interference complaints received by 
FCC's Field Operations Bureau. Home electronic entertainment equipment includes AM/FM radio, TV, tape records, electron~ 
ic organs, telephones, stereo/hi-fi ysstems, video games, and other equipment commonly found in the home.2/ Complaints 
of Radio Frequency Interference to the FCC have increased from less than 40 thousand in Fiscal Year 1973 to over 90 
thousand in 1980, If it were not for the fact that most people do not know the source of RFI nor how to deal with the 
problem, the totals would be much greater. In July, 1977, the Field Operations Bureau of FCC issued a report entitled 
"The Extent and Nature of Television Reception Difficulties Associated with CB Radio transmission (Report No, FCC/FOB/ 
PD&E 77-02) ." We quote thereform: 


"In Fiscal Year 1976, a lower bound on the number of individuals experiencing interference to TV reception 
associated with the oepration of CB stations probably lies somewhere between one and ten million persons 
with the best estimate being four million persons. Projections for Fiscal Year 1979 are that between 3-21 
million persons (best estimate--9 million) will experience TVI associated with CB radio operation." 


The manufacturers of home entertainment devices know that the Commission does not now have authority to compel the 
use of sound engineering practices in equipment which does not itself emit radio frequency energy sufficient in degree 
to cause harmful interference to radio communications. The manufacturer and retailers also know that the Commission 
cannot require a label on equipment (other than TV sets) or the supplying of apamphlet warning of the possibility of 
interference and outlining corrective measures, Voluntary standards would not be practical or effective because there 
is no marketplace incentive to lessen the RFI susceptibility of home entertainment equipment and other equipment which 
should not intercept rf energy. A manufacturer will be reluctant to raise his costs by even a slight amount if his 
competitor is not obliged to do likewise. 


When Senator Goldwater introduced S-92), he made the following remarks: 


In the face of an expanding electronic age, with radio frequency energy fields present everywhere and increasing 
all the time, home electronics equipment (such as television receivers, burglar alarms and the like) have suffered 
interference due to inability to reject unwanted signals. The solution to the problem consists of incorporation 
of inexpensive filtering methods into the design of such equipment. 


This bill would allow the FCC to require that radio frequency interference suppression techniques be incorporated 
into electronic home entertainment devices by the manufacturers. In the case of low-cost items, which could not 
profitably incorporate such filtering methods, a simple warning to the consumer as to the susceptibility of that 
device to radio frequency interference could suffice, Devices manufactured prior to the effective date of the 
act would be exempt from this requirement. I am reluctant to take this step to extend FCC tion over a 
matter that has been left to the marketplace. But after repeated unsuccessful efforts to abe the electronics 
industries’ voluntary cooperation, I believe we must rely on the FCC for guidance on a resolution of this issue. 
(Emphasis added). 


Consumers and Amateurs are not the only persons who would benefit from the RFI portions of S-929,. Hospitals are 
being denied applications for paging systems because those transmissions might interfere with poorly shielded inter- 
mediate frequency circuitry in home television sets nearby. Educational, noncommercial FM broadcast station applicants 
are denied broadcast licenses entirely because transmission on certain FM broadcast frequencies cause interference to 
TV Channel 6, due to the same inefficiency. 


It cannot be overemphasized that the cost of such design modifications are literally pennies per unit, to remedy an 
ever-increasing problem, 


In summary, $-929 alone provides what other communications legislation does not, with respect to the above concerns. 
The over 400,000 amateur radio operators nationwide would be greatly benefitted, as would the millions of consumers of 
home electronic equipment, You are most strongly urged to support this cost-cutting simple legislation in its present 
form.

A PROJECT FOR QCWA 


Someone should tell the U. S, Consumer what he should do 
when he selects his TV, Radio, Computer or other home elec- 
tronic equipment, The consumer needs to be informed that 
he should buy apparatus that has been interference proofed. 
He needs to be informed that he should question the retail- 
er with regard to whether or not the product has been iso- 
lated from the electromagnetic environment in the home, He 
should be told not to buy any apparatus that is not inter- 
ference proofed. 


If QCWA should launch such an activity it would be a 
great benefit to the public and at the same time it would 
be a self-serving act for QCWA and all other Amateurs for 
that matter, We predict it would be a commendable activi-~ 
ty in the eyes of the FCC. We think it would even get the 
blessings of the new "Administration" as it would be a 
grass roots activity not dependent on the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


THE PROBLEM 


A definition of "environment" is - "both the physical and 
biological forces of nature surrounding an individual." 
The problem is that the public, the consumer, realizes the 
environment is made up of tangible things like air, water 
and soil, but they are not aware that the environment con- 
tains an intangible but real ingredient called the "electro- 
magnetic area of influence." As we said above; the public 
needs to know about this area of influence and that they 
should not buy electronic apparatus that will not operate 
normally in such an environment. The FCC has known about 
this problem for at least 50 years. It is not new, but now 
it is of serious proportion. Every residential area is in- 
fected with electromagnetic radiation and the number of 
pieces of electronic gear that being used in residential 
areas increases every day. The electromagnetic environment 
in a residential area now has radiation from automobile 
radio transmitters, police radio stations, computers, from 
TV receivers, Amateur Radio stations, microwave ovens, and 
what have you, 


An example of the need of a public awareness of the prob- 
lem is demonstrated by the situation the FCC found itself 
in several years ago when Citizens Band radio stations were 
springing up in residential areas at a rate of tens of 
thousands per month. What the FCC called TVI (television 
interference) got so bad the local offices were swamped 
with telephone calls, The Offices finally were instructed 
to mail out a pamphlet called "How to identify and resolve 
Radio-TIV Interference." This in addition to all of the 
thousands of questionnaires they mailed out trying to solve 
the problem, 


WHAT'S THE POINT? 


The point is that the public is not aware that its resi- 
dential electronic devices should be built at the factory 
so that they will not respond to just any old electromag- 
netic radiation in the vicinity, The Public should know, 
for example, that a stereo tape or record player should 
reproduce music only. It should not intercept radio sta~ 
tions that are nearby, They need to know these things... 
Somebody ought to tell them....for the last 50 years no 
one has. So, it's high time for QCWA to take on this pro- 
ject of educating the public about the electromagnetic en- 
vironment. The public should be told they shouldn't buy 
electronic gear that fouls up the environment so they can't 
use the electronic gadgets they already have. They should 
be told the gimmicks they buy should radiate only the en- 
ergy needed to accomplish the purpose for which the device 
is intended. In other words, a microwave oven should heat 
only the oven, A radio transmitter should confine all its 
energy to the transmitter cabinet except that which is 
piped out of the cabinet to the antenna, All of the spur- 
ious and harmonics should never get out. 
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WHY SHOULD QCWA DO THIS? 


For some reason the Government prefers to publish pam- 
phlets telling the people "How to Identify §& Resolve Radio- 
TV Interference." FCC expects the problems and well they 
should - its been going on for years and years. So....if 
you complain of interference they send you a bunch of 
questionnaires and a pamphlet or two, Mind you, you get 
this treatment just for reporting the interference. In my 
opinion, that procedure is for a large part, money and time 
thrown away. Such problems in many instances "disturb the 
tranquility" of the neighborhood and it also disturbs the 
Government, making them hesitant to create new services and 
allocations. 


Once upon a time a Chairman of the FCC and a Senator de- 
cided to attack the problem at its source. Bills were pre- 
pared giving the FCC jurisdiction over the interception 
characteristics of TV receivers, But when they went to 
‘present the bill to the sub-committee they backed down, 
They decided they would feel more comfortable if the Gov- 
ernment did not enter into market activity to that degree. 
Apparently they didn't want the government meddling with 
the electromagnetic environment, they might look like the 
Environmental Protection Agency or Health, Education and 
Welfare. Maybe they were right, but someone should do 
something about the matter. 


And, this is where QCWA looks competent. 
portunity to go right to the "grass-roots" 
public aware of the cause of the problem. 
this information via commercial radio, TV, 
all the other media, Encourage the public to ask questions 
about the susceptibility of the product to interference 
from other electronic gadgets. If the consumer pursues 
that practice for a while, especially on a nationwide basis 
it won't be very long before Consumers Union will be rating 
radios, TV's, Computers, Cable TV appurtenances, Recorders 
and the installations that go with them, as to their elec- 
tromagnetic compatibility with the environment, Not long 
after that we'll have "Heaven on Earth" because City Coun- 
cils will become aware that the environment contains an 
electromagnetic ingredient and they will write their anten- 
na height ordinances to permit antenna location so one can 
get a good TV signal and they will let amateurs put their 
radiators up high enough to improve the effectiveness of 
the interference filters. High enough so the Amateur can 
feed his power into the ionosphere instead of the envir- 
onment and its house wires,

I am most concerned with that portion of the bill dealing 
with radio interference rejection in home entertainment de- 
vices, television receivers in particular. The spokesman 
for AMST, quoted in the SUMMER QCWA NEWS, is entirely off- 
base. Speaking from 30 years of experience with the F.C.C. 
I can safely say that the majority of interference cases 
involving TVI could have been avoided had the manufacturer 
properly designed the receiver by using adequate shielding 
of the I.F, circuitry and installation of a simple HI-pass 
filter at the front’ end. 


Some years ago, in the days of black and white TV, the mar- 
ket was flooded with two brands of TV receivers that became 
known as "Gutless Wonders", By eliminating all but the 
most essential circuitry the manufacturer was. able to pro- 
duce a working set for several dollars less than his com- 
petitors. In strong signal areas these receivers perform- 
ed remarkably well but problems arose and complaints poured 
in to our offices when these sets were moved to the suburbs 
and rural areas with Grade B signal contours, With less 
than satisfactory signal to noise ratios these receivers 
were prone to interference from every imaginable source.... 
Properly designed receivers operating in the same service 
areas were unaffected. It was futile to try to convince 
the owner of the "gutless wonder" that the problem was in 
his reciever. It worked fine in downtown Gotham, therefore 
the current interference problem must be the fault of near- 
by transmitters or other devices generating electromagnetic 
energy in approved operations.

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LOCAL RFI ORDINANCE DENIED 


The following ruling on RFI, by the Massachusetts Attorney 
General, published in QST, Volume LXV, Number 11, for 
November, 1981, reprinted herein by permission, attests to 
the fact that not all cards are stacked against we hams... 
quick action by the League and a good legal case made the 
difference here. Every effort of local communities to set 
standards must be resisted. 


MASSACHUSETTS ATTORNEY GENERAL AGREES WITH LEAGUE 
ON RFI.... 


Earlier this year the Town of Andover, Massachusetts, began 
revising its local zoning ordinances. One of the proposed 
provisions provided certain “operating requirements" for 
"amateur communication antennae." This section was as fol- 
lows: 


"a. The operation of any device authorized by the Board 
shall not cause interference to neighboring television 
and radio reception and, if such occurs anytime after 
installation, the applicant shall, in a timely manner 
and at his expense, correct the cause of the interfer- 
ence as determined by a qualified engineer/technician. 


League HQ was made aware of this proposal by Ed Fleischer, 
K1JRE, who attended hearings but tried in vain to reason 
with the members of the Andover Planning Board. Ed argued 
that hams in the community could not accept such conditions 
and that, in any event, the Board was pinning the blame for 
RFI on the wrong parties. Nevertheless, the Board passed | 
the ordinance and submitted it to the Massachusetts Attor- 
ney General for approval. 


Ed contacted HQ for heip, It was fortunate that Massachu- 
setts law requires that all new ordinances be approved by 
the State's Attorney General because this gave the League 
another opportunity to oppose the ordinance. The ordinance 
was not yet "water over the dam." 


Chris Imlay, N3ADK, of the ARRL General Counsels staff, 
appealed to Assistant Attorney General Henry F. O'Connell. 
According to Imlay, the Town of Andover did not have the 
legal authority to regulate matters of radio-frequency in- 
terference. "In addition," Imlay wrote, "it places upon 
amateurs a burden over which they have absolutely no con- 
trol. The problem of radio frequency interference results 
not from any fault or effect of Amateur Radio transmitters, 
but from the inability of home entertainment electronic de- 
vices to reject unwanted signals." 


O'Connell and the State Attorney Gneral, Francis X, Belloti 
agreed, In a letter dated September 8 and addressed to 
Eldon R, Salter, Town Clerk of Andover, the Assistant At- 
torney General stated: 


"Paragraph 3(a) seeks to regulate amateur radio 
equipment and any interference resulting therefrom. 
The Federal Government has adopted a comprehensive 
scheme for the assignment of frequencies and the pre- 
vention of interference phenomena. (47 U.S.C §§151 

et seq.)(47 DFR 97.73, 97.131, 97,133). See Schroeder 
v The Municipal Court of the Los Cerritos Judicial 
District, 73. Cal. App. 3d 841, Cal, Rptr. 85,87 
(1977), appeal denied 435 U.S. 990 (1978). A local 
community may not legislate in this’ area." 


Attached to the letter was a statement signed by Attorney 
General Bellotti declaring that the proposed insertion of 
paragraph 3(a) "is stricken and deleted therefrom."

QCWA 1982 CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT BALLOT INFORMATION 


(INCREASING DIRECTORSHIPS FROM 5 TO 10) 


The QCWA Board of Directors, at its September, 1981 
Cleveland meeting, took steps to initiate modifi- 
cations to the QCWA Government which would add 5 
new directors to the Board. The intent and purpose 
of the September action was to submit to members of 
QCWA, a ballot by which they might vote to increase 
the directorships of QCWA from 5 to 10, The Board 
at present consists of the President, Vice Presi- 
dent, Secretary, Treasurer and five Directors of 
the Association, 


Among the purposes for the proposed increase is to 
provide additional leadership and capability which 
will provide a larger group who will accept respon- 
sibility in a number of tasks determined to be in 

the best interests of QCWA. An additional facet of 
the increased Board is to provide continuity...... 
this will be achieved by having the 5 new directors 
inaugurated during even years,,.the original 5 di- 
rectors inaugurated during the odd-numbered years. 


If the amendment proposed is adopted, the present 
Board of Directors plans to act in such a manner as 
to permit nominations and balloting in accordance 
with the attached schedule, so that new directors 
can be nominated, elected and inaugurated into of- 
tice at the QCWA 1982 National Convention. 


To these ends we have prepared a ballot providing 
a means to vote on the proposed amendment. You are 
urged to consider the proposal and to mark and cast 
your ballot as promptly as possible. 


The President has taken the necessary steps to 

facilitate nominations and balloting in the event 
that membership of QCWA approves the amendment as 
proposed. A nominating committee, chaired by Ed

TIMES OF THE PARTIES 


The 25th annual QCWA PARTY for CW will be held February 13 and 14, 1982. The CW Party will begin at 0001 UT, Saturday, 
February 13, 1982 and will end at 2400 UT, Sunday, February 14, 1982, Now is the time to get your fist limbered up and 
to get ready for business. 


The 25th annual QSO PARTY for Phone will be held March 13 and 14, 1982, The Phone Party will begin at 0001 UT, Saturday, 
March 13, 1982 and will end at 2400 UT, Sunday, March 14, 1982. Break out the lozenges, gang! 


OFFICIAL RULES 


CONTACTS: Each contact made with another QCWA member will count as a single point. Contacts with the same 
station on more than one band can be scored only once. Contacts made with captive stations, such 
as when operating in local nets are not valid. 


MULTIPLIER: This QCWA QSO PARTY has two multipliers. The first is the same as in years past. Each Chapter is a 
multiplier of one (1). The second is that DX stations are a multiplier of two (2). DX stations are 
defined as Europe, Africa, South America, Asia and Oceania. The same as for WAC of ARRL. Example: 


You work 10 chapters with 40 contacts, (both US and Foreign) and you work 6 DX stations. 
You then have a multiplier of 10 Chapters plus 12 DX-stations = 22 multiplier. 40 
contacts X 22 (multiplier) equals 880 score. Contacts within your own country, count 
only as a Chapter. 


FREQUENCIES: Any authorized Amateur Frequency is permissible. The following suggested frequencies have been 
selected to minimize interference to other: 


FOR CW 3530 - 3560 kHz FOR PHONE 3900 - 3930 kHz 
7030 - 7060 7230 - 7260 
14030 - 14060 14280 - 14310 
21040 - 21070 21350 - 21380 
28040 - 28070 28600 - 28630 


The above frequencies are selected as a starting place. When pile-ups occur don't be afraid to go 
either side of these frequencies. Again - any authorized amateur frequency is permissible and 
should be used to reduce pile-ups and QRM to others. 


ECHANGES : A valid QSO must contain the following minimum information exchanged between both parties: 


(a) QSO Number 

(b) Operators name 

(c) Chapter identification (official number or name) 
Members not affiliated with a Chapter use "AL" 


Locs: To make the judges work accurate, a sample log page is included herein. It is recommended that you 
copy the page and use it for your log in the QSO PARTY. It is the responsibility of each contestant 
to provide a legible log, no carbon copies, and to list all claimed contacts, The total contacts for 
each page will be recorded at the bottom of each page in the box provided. The total contacts for 
the part will be recorded in the box at the top-right of the first page of the log as provided in the 
sample log. Log sheets will not be returned. Make sure you have correct postage when you mail your 
logs.

The theme of the terrorists’ nuclear bomb pretimed and se- 
creted in a large city held for ransom is hardly original. 
It has appeared in several guises by authors of varying a- 
bilities and normally with the U.S, Cavalry riding success- 
fully to the final-second triumph with various culprits, 
complications and comprehensivenesses. Why then did I 
choose a book with a rather overworked theme? Because this 
one seems to live up to the claims on the jacket. It would 
seem that there have been very few books for which the pub- 
lishers didn't issue the challenge: This one you won't be 
able to put down, Well, I assure you that there are quite 
a few of these that I did successfully put down--in fact 
there were some that never got picked up again. I will be 
truthful and admit that I did put this one down too, but 
only under duress; for example when the XYL said, "For 
Pete's sake, it's two a.m." 


As has been pointed out a very long time ago, there are only 
a limited number of basic plots. The authors couldn't 
change that. What they could and did do was to develop the 
plot by use of reasonably plausible characters plodding and 
hurling themselves through a maze of conferences, telephone 
calls, patient painstaking searches, frustrating negotia- 
tions. 


Sometimes "by the book" and sometimes by intuition, some- 
times with legal consent and sometimes in outright abridge- 
ment of prisoners’ rights under criminal law, sometimes by 
dedicated officials and sometimes by ordinary men interest- 
ed more in overtime pay than anything else, a veritable army 
seeks to unravel the web and end the menace. 


You describe him; he's here. Con man, pimp, prostitute, 
family-man cop, politician, statesman, the reasonable and ' 
the unreasonable, the fanatic. 


Hey, man, That's pretty heavy for a book review. I agree, 
but let me tell you about some others who were a bit carried 
away by the book: Kansas City Star, London Daily Mail, 
Newsday, Denver Post, Vogue, New York Magazine, Publishers 
Weekly, San Francisco Chronicle, The Washington Post Book 
World, 


One last pitch: If you don't like Cowboys and Indians 
against a Moder Physics and Satellite-Teletype backdrop, 
some of the sobering implications of the reflections of our 
real world that appear here may jar you. These fictitious 
characters are acting out high drama in the same world in 
which you and I live, and for better or worse in which our 
Children and Grandchildren will live, and it's too late to 
change that world. 


The title comes indirectly from the bible (Revelations) 
through an earlier book called The Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse. I don't know of any way in which the authors 
could have selected a more appropriate title. 


How many points did the opposition score on this one? Well, 
like almost everything else, the price of books has gone up 
to pay the increases in the rent and so on, If the number 
of pages remained the same, the price went up, the buyers 
might become a little unsettled, Therefore, having already 
paid for the binding, the cover, etc,, the least expensive 
way to make the buyer believe that he's still getting a 
reasonable deal is to give him a couple additional pounds 
of paper. Unfortunately writing talen and good plot for- 
mulations do not come quite so cheap, The result is that a 
few additional superlative adjectives seem to creep in from 
place to place. Certainly in any organized search effort, 
some electronic communication is essential--we hams should 
be experts on realizing that--however after you have des- 


eribed the ultimate communications/control center once, and 
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then have to do it ‘three more times for other locales, it 
tends to be a little tedious. On the whole, however, the 
good points easily outweight the bad and I believe that you 
will enjoy the book. 


SOLDIERS OF THE NIGHT. David Shoenbrun, E.F, Dutton, New 
York, 1980, map, biographical notes, glossary of symbols, 
index (places, events, persons--very complete). 


Acknowledging that the roots of America lie in almost all 
European countries, I am compelled to include the follow- 
ing: In writing a review of a book of this nature, I would 
like to,make my own position clear, An admitted French 
admirer I am, A German hater I neither am nor ever was. 
is only the Nazis who stole away their beautiful country 
and used the industry and genious of the German people to 
fashion an instrument of destruction and debasement that I 
hate. This view is apparently shared by the French Govern- 
ment. On the signs at the Oradour sur Glane where the 
French have preserved the ruins of an entire village un- 
touched since the Nazis levelled it and killed all but six 
of its inhabitants in arbitrary retribution for the murder 
of one Nazi officer, the word Allemagne (Germany) or alle- 
mand (german) never appear--only the word Nazi. 1 know; I 
have seen them,

Soldiers of the Night is a detailed accounting of the oper- 
ations of the French underground resistance during World 
War II by one of the few men qualified to deal with the 
subject in an unbiased way, I use the article "a"! advis- 
edly because this is far from being the only one, It is 
Mr. Schoenbrun's American Citizenry that sets his account 
apart. Perhaps I am being a little self-serving when I 
pass judgement on this, but not too much, I have studied 
quite a number of accounts by other authors and each has 
been partly disqualified from being unbiased by its author- 
ship. To understand this, it is necessary to study the 
other accounts, For those of you who can read French, you 
can consult, for example, the four-volume series MEMOIRES 
D'UN AGENT SECRET DE LA FRANCE LIBRE by Remy. For those 
who do not, you're stuck with either Mr, Schoenbrun's as- 
surance or mine that this distinction is valid, because 
very little of the others has been translated into English. 


The reason that this distinction is of such importance lies 
in the very nature of the resistance movement itself which 
was greatly different than external speculation might lead 
us to believe. In fact, the use of the singular in refer- 
ence to the resistance is already a distortion of fact. A 
general movement, even very effective in many instances, 
existed; elaborate communication with allied governments 
and French "leaders" in exile operated quite successfully; 
supplies of succor and materiel of sabotage moved inwardly 
{not quite as successfully); an over-all command or even 
administration did not, in fact could not, exist at all. 


No less than eleven distinct resistance groups have been 
recognized, Certainly there were more. As could be ex- 
pected, members of quite a number of these groups have com- 
mitted to the printed word the stories of their operations. 
It is not their heroism that is in question, nor their pa- 
triotism or effectiveness. It is their diversity of ulti- 
mate objectives that sets them apart. That each wanted the 
Nazis driven out and their country set free goes without 
saying, Beyond this they had very little in common, Who 
might have been right and who might have been wrong is im- 
possible to determine, but what is as obvious as a neon 
sign is that there was a great diversity of opinion about 
how France should be governed and by whom once the libera- 
tion had been accomplished, 


And there we have the unique property which distinguishes 
Schoenbrun's recounting. Being an officer in the American 
Intelligence he owes no allegiance to any of France's num- 
erous political factions. He was not determined that post- 
war France should be democratic, socialist, communist or of 
any other persuasion. It might be added that he is a very 
capable, distinguished journalist, The professionalism of 
his twenty years as chief correspondent of the Columbia 
Broadcasting Syst em in Paris and Washington is visible 
throughout the book. It is evidenced both by the material 
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selection and thoroughness of researching and by the suc- 
cinct journalistic style in which the book was written. 


Why the recommendation? Two reasons: I enjoy doing a re- 
view of a book in a field which I have studied in some de- 
tail and also because "He who has not understood history 

is forced to repeat its mistakes'--mistakes that you and I 
as outside, after-the-fact critics think we see, but which 
were part and parcel of the motivation of the actual par- 
ticipants. If we had to find the root cause of the diffi- 
culties, we would probably settle on the word fragmentation. 
This fragmentation stood in the way of cooperation too many 
times, Would Americans under the same circumstances suffer 
from a similar fragmentation. I think not, at least not to 
so great an extent. The French are among the most individ- 
ualistic people in the world. It seems as if they have a 
political party every twenty-five parliamentry votes, Their 
governments have been by coalitions so often that it appears 
to be the normal state of affairs, Administrations in the 
United States, with negligible exceptions, have had to con- 
tend with only one opposition party. 


Any negatives about the book? Yes, indeedy, Although the 
episodes can be easily read and understood, the grand plan 
is more deeply imbedded and will require a bit of thought. 
Successful writers of fiction normally limit the number of 
significant characters so that the casual reader can easily 
remember the role of each, Such a convenient arrangement 
is, of course, impossible here. Unless you have a better 
memory than I have, you will have a bit of difficulty keep- 
ing them straight. Also, up to now, no paper-back edition 
has appeared on this one and you'll shell out some-teen 
dollars to get it, 


On the balance, Soldiers of the Night is historically well 
worth the reading 73

Mr. Harry A, McConaghy passed away at his home in Bethesda, 
Maryland, from a heart attack on Saturday, September 26, 
1981. He was 71 years of age and was born in Camden, NJ. 


Mr. McConaghy was well known among the amateur radio frat-~ 
ternity throughout the world for many years with the call- 
sign, W3EPC, and in more recent years as W3SW, He served 
as a member of the Board of Directors of the American Radio 
League from 1970 
to 1979, Repre- 
senting the 12000 
members of his 
district that in- 
cluded the Dis- 
trict of Colum- 
bia, Maryland, 
Delaware, Penn- 
sylvania § parts 
of New York state 
and New Jersey.. 
His fellow ama- 
teurs affection- 
ately referred 

to himas "Connie, 
Mac." 


He was the re- 
cipient of many 
awards and cita- 
tions for his 
amateur radio 
accomplishments. 
Mr. McConaghy 
was a life mem- 
ber of Quarter 
Century Wire- 
less Association, the Society of Wireless Pioneers, and the 
Antique Wireless Association. 


Mr. McConaghy graduated from the University of Ponnsylvan- 
ia with a degree in electronics engineering. Active from 
boyhood in many fields, he was a pioneer in outboard motor 
racing, and participated extensively in sailboating and in 
automobile racing during the 1930s. 


He was employed in Philadelphia in the field of profession- 
al radio as a broadcast station engineer in the 1920s & 30s

Mr. McConaghy served as a naval aviator during World War IT 
seeing extensive action in the Pacific area, part of the 
time with Commander "Pappy" Boyington's famous squadron.

Following the war, he remained 
in the Naval Reserves, retiring as commander in 1970. In

ons Development in Washington, D. C., where he made numer- 
ous significant contributions to the design of Naval Elec- 
tronics equipment.

Replacing four former Los Angeles broadcasting stations with one giant radio 
central station, KFI, owned and operated by Earle C. Anthony, Inc., on Thanks- 
giving day, 1922, went on the air with its new S00-watt Western Electric set.. 
The new station is elaborately equipped and the cooperating arrangements insure 
that talent is available to provide programs of wide interest. 


Located on the Los Angeles Packard building at Tenth & Hope streets, the site 
is removed from the central business district several blocks. The building made 
of reinforced concrete is four stories in height. The towers are 96 feet steel 
structures, with 30-foot wooden extensions raising the antenna thirty feet above 
any building in Los Angeles, as the City has a 150-foot height limit on all its 
business structures, 


The Los Angeles Examiner (KWH!) have installed Western Electric input amplifier 
equipment with which they will send their programs from their studios to KFI for 
broadcast. A portable input amplifier has been secured so that sporting events, 
special lectures or notable speeches, concerts may be broadcast. In addition the 
Western Radio Company of South Hope Street have closed their station and will be 
furnishing their programs to be broadcast over KFI. Leo J. Meyberg Company, of 
950 South Flower Street have closed their studio on the Hamburger Building and 
will furnish their talent to the KFI programs. 


Earle C. Anthony has said, "During the past few months when we were operating 
KFI with 100-watt equipment, we received thousands of letters of appreciation... 
comments and suggestions came from more than half the states of the Union. We 
believe it important that the voice of a great Los Angeles central station could 
advertise the state of California, and is of importance to the entire radio in-

GOLD 


Gold is called a "noble" metal (an alchemistic term) because 
it does not oxidize under ordinary conditions. Its chemical 
symbol AU is derived from the latin “aurum." In pure form 
gold has a metallic luster and is sun yellow, but mixtures 
of other metals such as silver, copper, nickel, tellurium, 
platinum and iron with gold create various color hues rang- 
ing from silver-white to green and orange-red. Pure gold 
is relatively soft--it has about the hardness of a penny. 
It is the most malleable and ductile of metals. The density 
or specific gravity of pure gold is 19.3 compared to 14 for 
mercury and 11.4 for lead, 


Impure gold, as it commonly occurs in deposits, has a densi- 
ty of 16 to 18, whereas the associated waste rock (gangue) 
has a density of about 2.5 The difference in density en- 
ables gold to be concentrated by gravity and permits separ- 
ation of gold from clay, silt, sand and gravel by various 
agitating and collecting devices such as the gold pan, the 
rocker, and sluicebox, Mercury has a chemical affinity for 
gold, When mercury is added to gold-bearing material, the 
two metals form an AMALGAM, Mercury is later separated 
from the amalgam by retorting. Extractionof gold and other 
precious metals from their ores by treatment with mercury 
is called amalgamation, Gold dissolves in aqua regia, a 
mixture of hydrochloric and nitric acids, and in sodium or 
calcium cyanide. The latter solvent is the basis for the 
cyanide process that is used to recover gold from low-grade 
ore. 


The degree of purity of native gold, bullion and refined 
gold is stated in terms of gold content, "Fineness" states 
gold content in parts per thousand, For example, a gold 
nugget containing 885 parts of pure gold, 100 parts of sil- 
ver and 15 parts of copper would be considered 885-fine.... 
"Karat" indicates the proportion of solid gold in an alloy 
based on a total of 24 parts. Thus, 14-karat (14K) gold is 
indicative of a composition of 14 parts of goldand 10 parts 
of other metals. The basic unit of weight used in dealing 
with gold is the troy ounce. One troy ounce is equivalent 
to 20 troy pennyweights. In the jewelry industry, the com- 
mon unit of measure is the pennyweight (dwt) which is equal 
to 1.555 grams (28,35 grams equals one U.S. ounce). 


The term "gold filled" is used to describe articles of jew- 
elry made of base metal which are covered on one or more 
surfaces with a layer of gold alloy, A quality mark may be 
used to show the quantity and fineness of the gold alloy... 
In the United States no article having a gold alloy coating 
of less than 10-karat fineness may have any quality mark 
affixed. Lower limits are permitted in some countries.

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W2PF'S QCWA HISTORICAL HIGHLIGHTS 


QCWA's initial organizational meeting was held on Friday evening, December 5, 1947, in midtown New York. It was at- 
tended by 34 old-timers (some licensed before WW-I). John DeBlasi, W2FX, was elected President; George Droste, W2IN, 
Vice President; Leon Hansen, W2FIT, Secretary; and David Talley, W2PF, Treasurer. Dr. A, L. Walsh, W2BW and John A. 
Stobbe, W2WZ, were elected Directors, All present paid $1.00 dues and were designated Charter Members. The initial 
Charter Members numbered 34 as follows; W2FX, W2IN, W2FIT, W2PF, W1HRX, W2BW, W2KR, W2AMJ, W2AMB, W2EF, W2RB, W2EA, 
W2CO, W2LFR, W2CVF, W2FD, W2BJ, W2GX, W2DX, W2UD, W2FO, W2EC, W2II, W2FZ, W2YW, W2PL, W2MM, W2BT, W2KW, W20G, W2BR, 
W2NZ, K2CM and W2GG. Many new members who subsequently joined claimed that they would have attended the initial meet- 
ing on December 5, if they had known of it and, therefore they also wanted to be designated Charter Members. To avoid 
acrimonious debate and possible mayhem, President John DiBlasi proposed that all members who had joined prior to Decem- 
ber 31, 1947, be designated as Charter Members. Thus, the following 20 additional Charter Members were added: W2LKN, 
W2AS, W2PYY, W2KU, W2MY, W2ILO, W2DDA, W2BNY, W2GKB, K2DZ, W2QF, W2BKY, W2MIN W2DI, W2VH, W4TE WOWNF, WONN, W6YYU 
and W2YQ. This made a total of 54 Charter Members. 


SELECTION OF A NAME 


Those involved in the initial meeting saw considerable controversy develop over an appropriate name....Everyone had 
agreed on the words "Quarter Century" but there was about equal division between "Radio Association" and Wireless Asso- 
ciation", The discussion became heated, to put it mildly, In the midst of the uproarious debate, Frank Lester, W2AMJ, 
gained the floor by jumping on a chair swingingarotary spark gap (synchronous type) "Lets call it Quarter Century 
Wireless Association”, he yelled, "We are all were wireless operators before we became radio operators." After a mo- 
ments pause, all present agreed to the name of QCWA rather than QCRA. 


ORIGIN OF QCWA_INSTGNIA 


With the growth of QCWA membership throughout the U.S., it became desirable to have a suitable insignia, or logo, for 
use on QCWA stationery, pins and banners, Charter Member Otto Eppers, W2EA, a commercial artist and QSL-card designor, 
offered to design a distinctive insignia, He submitted a number of designs at a meeting, but none appealed to the mem- 
bers present. Suddenly, someone held up an old battered copy of QST - circa, 1923. It was turned to the page with the 
article, "Rotten QRM" by "The Old Man." Adjacent to the title was a small sketch showing an old-time wireless operator 
smoking a pipe and keying a spark set. All gathered around and admired the sketch. By unanimous vote, the sketch was 
adopted as the Official Emblem of QCWA. W2EA proceeded to make an enlarged drawing with some minor modifications, such 
as adding some sparks and the initials "QCWA". Thus, the QCWA logo was created. 


QCWA BECOMES A SOCIAL CLUB 


The continued growth in membership, and the fact that new members paid a $3 entry fee, plus $2 in dues, substantially 
improved the treasury. This situation also caused considerable concern to the Board of Directors, since QCWA had never 
filed income-tax returns. As the result of informal advice received from a fellow-member, who was a CPA, application 
was made to the IRS for tax-exemption as 4 non-profit social club. In due time, a letter was received from the IRS that 
QCWA had been granted this status under Section 501 (c)(7) of the IRS code. Consequently, QCWA continued as a non-profit 
social club until it received its present tax-exempt status in 1978, as a Charitable, educational and scientific organi- 
sation under Section S01 (-)(3) of the IRS Code. This may explain why some Officers and Directors in past years seemed 
only concerned with the social aspects of the organization. 


QCWA BECOMES A CORPORATION 


In the latter part of 1949, QCWA was made a membership not-for-profit corporation under the laws of the State of New 
York. Charter Member, John A, Stobbe, W2WZ, an attorney, handled the paperwork without charge. The four Officers, 
W2FX, W2IN, W2FIT and W2PF, with Dr. A. L. Walsh, W2BW, and John Stobbe, W2WZ, became the six Directors of QCWA, Inc. 


In 1957, the QCWA Constitution was revised to permit election of five Directors on a national basis, to form the QCWA 
Board of Directors. It is of interest that all Officers and Directors during the period 1947 to 1966 were 2 Amateurs 
from the New York Metropolitan Area, In March, 1966, the Board of Directors changed the By-Laws to permit nominations 
for Officers and Directors by petitions signed by 100 or more members. Art Miligan, WSKW, was the first Director elect- 
ed from outside the 2nd FCC call district. 


50 YEAR AWARD 


Radio Amateurs were first licensed by the Secretary of Labor and Commerce in 1912, under the provisions of the Radio 
Act of 1912, which was signed by President Taft on August 17, 1912. It seemed appropriate to a number of members, in- 
cluding some who were first licensed in 1912, that this important event be suitably celebrated in 1962. Therefore, at 
the QCWA Board meeting held on October 20, 1961, at the Hotel Shelburne, in New York City, President John DiBlasi, W2FX, 
appointed a special committee, comprising David Talley, W2PF, George Bailey, W2KH and Mort Kahn, W2KR, to initiate, with 
other interested societies, a suitable program to mark the SOth anniversary of Amateur Radio licensing.* Other parti- 
cipating societies were: ARRL; Hudson Division Amateur Radio Clubs (HARC); AFCEA; IRE; Single Sideband Amateur Radio 
Association (SSBARA); and the Radio Club of America, Inc, Each organization contributed $100 for a total of $700. This 
money was utilized to defray costs of the plaques and certificates where were procured by ARRL for presentation to the 
Radio Amateurs in the United States, who were first licensed in 1912. Subsequently, the QCWA Board of Directors decided 
to continue to sponsor 50 Years in Amateur Radio" awards to QCWA members. ** 


This brief history of highlights in OCWA activities was prepared by David Talley, W2PF. Many members of QCWA may not 
be familiar with details surrounding the inception of ideas, happenings and actions from our formative years. We want

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QCWA MEMBERSHIP 


Applicants for QCWA membership must have held 
an amateur license at least 25 years ago, and 
must at the time of applying, hold a valid 
amateur license. It is not necessary to have 
been licensed the entire 25 years. Proof of 
eligibility must be given. Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in many cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 

An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues in the amount of $9 for 
one year, or $15 for two years or, $19 for 3 
years membership, is payable in advance with 
ones application. Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $75, plus the $3 entry fee, Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $25 each. Upon completion of payment Life 
Membership Certificate and membership card is 
sent. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in serial order, are 
issued to each member, The numbers are never reissued, 
except to the same one to whom they were first issued, 
and then only in the event of lapsed membership. Blue 
certificates and membership cards going to regular mem- 
bers with Gold Certificates and membership cards being 
issued to Life Members, In the event a certificate is 
to be replaced, a charge of $1.00 is made.

Eligibility 
is based upon a members age plus his years in QCWA (in 
good standing) being equal to 100 or more. Proof of 
eligibility must be established by the applicant. Age 
by copy of drivers license, etc...Headquarters attests 
to your eligibility and will issue the Certificate. 


50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED CERTIFICATE is issued 
to QCWA members whose calls appear in callbooks since 
1929, There is a charge of $2 for the Certificate, It 
must be applied for with proof of eligibifity supplied 
at the time of application.
